(a) The holder of a recreational site Ucense may sell beer and wine at a recreational site 
during and one hour before and after a recreational event that is not a school event, for 
consumption on designated areas at the site. 

(b) The biennial fee for a recreational site license is $800. 

(c) In this section, "recreational site" includes a location where baseball games, car races, 
hockey games, dog sled racing events, or curUng matches are regularly held during a season. 


License renewal 

AS 04.06.090(b): '‘The board shall review all applications for licenses made under 
this title and may order the director to issue, renew, revoke, transfer, or suspend 
licenses and permits authorized under this title.” 

Deny the renewal 

This recreational site license does not appear to meet the statutory requirements of 


The Alaska State Fair has held a recreational site license since 1981. Some of the events held on the 
licensed premises may qualify as "recreational events” under the statute, but the majority of alcohol 
service during the 10-day long state fair is not compliant with the statutory requirements. The 
following locations are areas of service at the state fair:

Of these locations, only The Grandstand could possibly be considered as a location that meets the 
definition of ''recreational site.” Some locations have music concerts; others are places to eat and 
drink. The hours of operation do not relate to a recreational event. 

There is no license type that fits the business model of the state fair. A legislative fix is the best 
solution to allow the state fair to continue operating as they have been. 

2014 Audit 

Recommendation #4: The board should issue recreational site licenses in accordance with statutory 
requirements. 

Recreational site licenses may be issued to businesses that host non-school-related recreational events held during a 
season. 

Of the 32 recreational licensees active during the audit period, the auditfound 15 businesses (47 percent) did not meet 
the criteria for a recreational license. Ineligible businesses include bowling alleys, a sports center and pub, an exercise 
gym, a gift shop, theatres, andpool halls. These business types did not meet the definition of a recreational site nor were 
operations limited to a season. The issuance of these licenses expanded the number of establishments licensed to sell 
alcohol over the number allowed by statute. 

According to AS 04.11.210(a), the holder of a recreational site license may sell beer and wine at a recreational event 
during and one hour before and after recreational events. AS 04.11.210(c) defines recreational events as baseball 
games, car races, hockey games, or curling matches regularly held during a season. 

Inquiries with board members revealed that the improper issuance of recreational site licenses was caused by an historic 
misunderstanding of what qualifies as a recreational event. 

We recommend that the board issue recreational site licenses in accordance with statutory requirements. 

2018 Audit 

Recommendation #2: The board should issue recreational site licenses in accordance with statutory 
requirements. 

Ten of 29 recreational site licenses active during the audit period werejudgmentally selectedfor testing. All 10 did not 
meet the statutory definition of a recreational site. Six of the 10 licensees were informed by the board that their license 
would not be renewed during the next renewalperiod since the business did not meet the statutory definition of a 
recreational site. This same finding was reported in the prior 2014 sunset audit. 
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According to AS 04.11.210(a)^ the holder of a recreational site license may sell beer and wine at a recreational site 
during and one hour before and after a recreational event that is not a school event. Alaska Statute 04.11.210(c) 
defines recreational sites as locations where baseballgameSy car racesy hockey gamesy dog sled racing eventsy or curling 
matches are regularly held during a season. The 10 noncompliant licensees noted above included travel tour companiesy 
bowling alleySy an art councily a pool hally a movie theateVy and a spa. 

Keview of board meeting minutes revealed that board members understood these businesses did not meet the definition of 
a recreational site licensey yet believed it to be in the public interest to issue them. Turthermorey board members 
anticipated the criteria for recreational site licenses would be addressed in a future rewrite of AS 04.06. The issuance 
of these licenses expanded the number of establishments licensed to sell alcohol over the number allowed by statute. 

We again recommend that the board issue recreational site licenses in accordance with statutory requirements.

Recreational Site License Statement 


The Alaska State Fair has held a Recreational Site License since 1981. We host and serve alcohol 
at many sporting events that have defined seasons. The Scottish Highland Games are always 
the last weekend in June. Beer and wine is served at the games from 12 noon until 11:00 pm. 
The Alaska State Horse Show Association (Hunter/Jumper group) and Rodeo Alaska's season is 
from May through Septembj’r. During their rodeo events held here, they have alcohol served 
from one hour prior to start through the time it ends. Usually this means from 12 noon - 5 pm. 
During the 2017-18 winter season, we hosted the Denali Destroyer Dolls Roller Derby in Raven 
Hall and provided beer and wine from 6:00 pm to 10:00 pm. Of course we also serve beer and 
wine during the annual August/September fair from noon to midnight each day. 

Our Mission Statement includes, "Alaska State Fair Inc. provides a center for the Alaskan 
community to gather in a dynamic and safe atmosphere throughout the year. ” 

We strive to fulfill that missicm, but many events will not consider renting a facility unless we 
are able to provide beer and wine to their attendees. 

Although many of the sporting events occur only in the summer, we hope to expand our facility 
rentals to host more indoor events in the winter season as well. Adding the Roller Derby was an 
example of a sporting event season that was added this year. Our facilities have been 
considered for mixed martial arts events with a defined season. If we are unable to offer beer 
and wine service, our facilities will not even be in the running to host these events. 

We are a non-profit 501C3. We depend on additional income from our interim rentals. We 
sincerely hope you will grant the renewal of our Recreational Site License.
